The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere 

Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for 

establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 

U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows:

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and 
the claims at issue. 

3 . Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent 
art . 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the 
application indicating obviousness or nonobviousness . 

This application ' currently names joint inventors. In 

considering patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), 

the examiner presumes that the' subject matter of the various 

claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered 

therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 

Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to 

point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that 

was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in 
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order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 
U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Kaminaka et al (2003/0175589) . 

Kaminaka discloses negative electrode material for a 
nonaqueous electrolyte secondary battery having a high discharge 
capacity and a good cycle life is made from alloy particles 
having an average particle diameter of 0.1-50 pm and including 
Si phase grains 40 and a phase of a solid solution or an 
intermetallic compound of Si and other element selected from 
Group 2A elements, transition elements, Group 3B elements, and 
Group 4B elements from the long form periodic table (for 
example, an NiSi2 phase 42 and an [NiSi2+NiSi] phase 41) at 
least partially enveloping the Si phase grains. 5-99 wt % of 
this material is Si. phase grains (Abstract). The reference 
discloses Si alloy phase (0033) and intermetallic compound which 
contains Sn (0038, 0040) . The particle size/crystallite size 
disclosed overlaps with those .instantly claimed (0034, 0035, 
0059) . The reference specifically or inherently meets each of 
the claimed limitations. 

The reference is anticipatory. 
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In the event that any minor modifications are necessary to 
meet the claimed limitations, such as content of Si in the alloy 
phase, such modifications are well within the purview of the 
skilled artisan. 

In view of the foregoing, the above claims have failed to 
patentably distinguish over the applied art. 

The remaining references listed on forms 892 and 1449 have 
been reviewed by the examiner and are considered to be cumulative 
to or less material than the prior art references relied upon in 
the rejection above.
